Your letter says (my erapna s'is ) , "I nave had our of rice files 
checked for e copy of t a transcript you requested" sue do not have 
tnis transcript", finis is- less then saying the -aliens! Archives, the General 
Services Administration or the government does not have t> cony of this trans- 
cript. It could very well be elsewhere and not in "our office files". 

It is dif icult to believe the national Archives can be without 
the first end' successful challenge to the arrangement under which government 
property of th significance of the prime evidence c-f the assassination of a 
President was restored the government possession. It is also difficult to c lieve 
there can be a complete archive on this assassination vri Input this transcriot.
